Some scientists ho v e fo r y ears been 
say ing that this p araly sis of the hind 
q u arters In hogs is du e to lack of 
mineral constitu ents In the feed. Oth­ 
ers hav e held to the theory that it was 
due to lack of v itamlnes in the ration, 
resu lting in a weakening of the nerv es. 
On the other hand, many farm ers be­ 
liev e that this trou ble Is du e to kidney 
worms. 
Recently , howev er, the Ohio 
ex p eriment station has come to a defi­ 
nite conclu sion as a resu lt of a ntim-

claims that the immediate cau se of 
p osterior p araly sis In hogs is lack of 
mineral m atter In the ration. 
Whenev er a hog does not obtain 
enou gh lime nnd p hosp hates In its

stru ctu re 
already 
formed, the lu mbar v ertebrae become 
so weakened that they cannot su stain 
the 
tension 
of 
the p owerfu l 
back 
mu scles. 
Thu s some 
lu mbar v erte­ 
brae are cru shed or shortened u nder 
the strain and bu lging downward they 
cau se Imp ingement u p on the sp inal 
cord nnd p araly sis of the hind q u ar­ 
ters. 
If taken In time, this condition 
can be remedied by feeding more min­ 
eral m atter nnd by adding a little 
oliv e oil to the ration, oliv e oil being 
rich In v ltamlne A. 
Bu t this remedy 
will giv e resu lts only if u sed imme­ 
diately after the p araly tic condition 
has been observ ed. 
Those who wou ld av oid p araly sis In 
the hind q u arters of hogs shou ld see 
to It that a good mineral mix tu re is 
su p p lied whenev er the ration fed is 
deficient in mineral constitu ents. H o g s 
that are fed farm-raised grains p lu s 
all the tankage they care to eat do 
not stand in as mu ch need of a min­ 
eral mix tu re as those that are not fed 
tankage, y et in some cases the addi­ 
tion of mineral to a ration containing

In this ex p eriment ex tending ov er a 
p eriod of 28 y ears the stall manu re 
Is sp read on a one-y ear-old sod in Jan­ 
u ary to be p lowed u nder for corn in 
early sp ring. 
An eq u al weight of ma­ 
nu re is taken from the stalls at the 
same time and ex p osed In fiat p iles 
u ntil Ap ril when it is sp read on ad­ 
joining p lots, after which the treat­ 
ment of all p lots is the same. 
Tests at the station show that ma­ 
nu re thu s ex p osed In p iles lost 35 .0 
p er cent of the original nitrogen, 22.5 
p er cent of its p hosp horu s, and 5 1 p er 
cent of its p otassiu m. 
This Is abou t 
one-third of its fertilizing v alu e and 
readily accou nts for the difference in 
crop y ields in fav or of direct ap p lica­ 
tion.
